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sequence encoding said protein, expression vectors and host cells, classified in class 530, 

subclass 350, class 536, subclass 23.5, class 435, subclass 320.1, class 435 subclass 325. 
III. Claim(s) 1 5, 1 6, 2 1 , 22, 25, and 26, drawn to an HGF polypeptide consisting essentially of 

amino acids 1-424 in an alpha chain and amino acids 425-494 in an alpha chain, classified 

in class 530, subclass 350. 
rV. Claim(s) 17, drawn to method for activating HGF, classified in class 435, subclass 41 . 
V. Claim(s) 18, 20, 23, 24, 27, 28, drawn to an HGF polypeptide consisting essentially of 

amino acids 425-494 of human HGF, classified in class 530, subclass 350. 

In response to the restriction requirement. Applicants hereby elect, without traverse, the claims of 
Group 1 (Claims 1-9) for further prosecution.
